REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR 


Walpole, Mass., December 30, 1922. 
To the Citizens of Walpole :— 


The Selectmen beg to submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1922. 


The Board organized as follows: 


Henry W. Caldwell, Chairman. 
Timothy E. Delaney, Clerk. 
William H. Boyden, Jr. 


All regular and special meetings have been attended by all of 
the members except when impossible on account of illness or 
regular employment. 


Finances— 


During the year 1922, notes of the town amounting to $37,140.00 
were paid. This amount includes $9,900.00 on Water notes which 
were paid by the Water Department. It also includes payment 
of the last note on the High School building loan amounting to 
$3,240.00. 


Coupon notes at 414% amounting to $28,000.00 were issued 
on August 1, 1922 in accordance with vote of the town on April 
17, 1922 for highway construction work, $17,000.00 for work on 
Washington Street, East Walpole and $11,000.00 for work on 
Washington and Water Streets, South Walpole. The State 
and County contributed $5,000.00 each toward the work at South 
Walpole. 


On December 1, 1922, coupon notes at 444% amounting to 
$22,000.00 for new fire apparatus were issued in accordance with 
vote of the town at a meeting held April i0, 1922. On the same 
date coupon notes amounting to $4,000.00 were issued for pay- 
ment of additional land for the town hall lot taken by right of 
eminent domain as voted by the town at a meeting held on Oc- 
tober 2, 1922. 


The outstanding debt of the Town on December 31, [1922 
is $373,419.08, divided as follows:

A complete report of the receipts and expenditures of the town 
for the year will be found in the reports of the town accountant 
and town treasurer which follow: 


Charity Department— 


The expenses of the department are a little less than they were 
last year. This, no doubt, is due to the fact that there has been 
little, if any, unemployment in town during the year so there have 
been fewer applications than usual for temporary aid. 


We are now boarding eleven individuals in private families 
and aiding eight in their own homes. Thirteen families are re- 
ceiving assistance, five of whom are under the provisions of the 
Mothers’ Aid law whereby the State reimburses the town for one- 
third of the aid given. We are boarding two persons at a state 
institution. 

As required by statute, the Overseers have visited from time 
to time all those who are receiving aid from this department in 
order to see that proper aid is being given and at the same time 
that economy is being practised. 


Although the expenses have been slightly less than last year, 
we would recommend the same appropriation, $14,500.00, as 
the account is always uncertain and if emergencies arise available 
funds should be on hand so that the Overseers will not be handi- 
capped in their work. 


Law— 


Orestes T. Doe has served as Town Counsel during the year 
although when impossible to get in touch with him, Judge Hal- 
loran has been employed. 


In the matter of attending hearings, etc., before the Commis- 
sion which is to apportion the cost of dredging the Neponset River, 
Judge Halloran has been retained as he is town counsel for Nor- 
wood and the interests of both towns are very similar. 


Several cases which were unsettled last year are still in the 
same condition. One more will probably come up in 1923 and 
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one which was for injuries received on account of a hole in the 
sidewalk has been settled by the selectmen and an appropriation 
for same will be asked for at the next town meeting. 


Town Engineer— 
Mr. EK. F. Durfee resigned as town engineer in February 1922. 


The Water Commissioners were invited to meet with us and 
talk over the advisability of combining the streets and water 
department under one superintendent, thus saving each depart- 
ment something in the way of salary and giving both departments 
an otfice which would be open all day and a clerk for the both 
departments. 


Mr. Allston F. Hart, who was superintendent of the water 
department, accepted the position and we believe it is a step in 
the right direction. Under Mr. Hart’s supervision, we _ believe 
that the conduct of the highway department has been carried 
on in an economical and efficient manner. 


With the advice of town engineer and consent of the selectmen, 
certain changes were made at the crushing plant, particulars of 
which, together with all other matters pertaining to the depart- 
ment, will be found in the detailed report of the town engineer 
to which you are respectfully referred. 


Streets— 


The State and County offering help on Washington Street, 
between South Street and the Foxborough town line, made it 
possible to complete the work started last year and gives the 
citizens a permanent road to the Foxborough line. 


The State Highway Department being willing to approve the 
specifications and plans for rebuilding Washington Street in East 
Walpole from the Norwood line to Short Street made it possible 
for the town to borrow: the money for this work on notes for a 
term of five years. f 


Recommendations— 


We believe that West Street from the Norfolk line to a point 
south of West Walpole station, where the road built last year 
ends, should be built this coming year, thus making a good road 
from Walpole to Franklin. 


_ Clapp Street is in bad and, at times dangerous, condition and the 
sidewalk is in about the same condition owing to the incline in 
the street and heavy rains wash both badly. We think a stone 
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road and some kind of a decent sidewalk should be built this com- 
ing year on this street and believe the cost of same would not be 
over $2,000.00 for both street and sidewalk. 


Some work should be done on Plimpton Street. 


Coney Street and Union Streets in East Walpole need some 
stone road work. North Street is certainly in need of more work 
on the Westwood end. 


Fisher Street ought to be shaped up and oiled and if this is 
done, we believe it would last as well as any oiled road. 


The short piece of road on Neponset Street from the Bird Ma- 
chine Company to the end is only a short piece and one which 
the people who live on it believe very strongly should be fixed, 
as in the spring and fall it is almost an impossibility to get through. 
This would cost approximately $500.00. 


Sidewalks— 


As we have reported above, we feel Clapp Street should have 
a, sidewalk. Main Street on the westerly side from East Street 
going north to the arch over the N. Y. N. H. & H. R. R. certainly 
needs one and we believe it should be built. A sidewalk from 
North Street to Gill Street is certainly needed and could be built 
at a reasonable cost. 


A sidewalk on the westerly side of School Street from East 
Street to Stone Street for the school children is needed badly 
as it is very muddy in wet weather. 


A sidewalk beginning at the Fisher School and coming toward 
town could be built probably to a point nearly in front of the Cobb 
barn at a comparatively small cost and is needed in our opinion 
as much, if not more than, any one improvement which will be 
asked for in the year 1928. 


Perambulation of Town Boundary Lines— 


This year the lines of three adjoining towns were perambulat- 
ed, namely, Norwood, Dover and Foxborough. The Selectmen 
of these towns met with this Board and together the boundary 
lines were followed, boundary stones found and the letters there- 
on repainted. This was done on three afternoons this fall. Rec- 
ords of these perambulations have been duly filed with the town 
clerk. 


Police Department— 


Thomas P. Leonard was appointed Chief, Levi Mattocks, day 
officer for the Centre, Patrick J. Burns, night officer for the Centre, 
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William C. Crowley, day officer for East Walpole and Michael 
Downey night officer for East Walpole. 


As the number of automobiles increases each year, the ques- 
tion of how to slow them up and keep them within safe and sane 
speed limits through the centre and going by side streets becomes 
more and more a serious problem. 


One question seems to be quite important and the citizens 
seem to be divided on it and that is whether or not two night 
officers are needed in the centre, especially during possibly seven 
or eight months of the year. It has happened during the same 
night that one, two or even three auto accidents occurred right 
after one another and as a matter of fact the centre of the town 
was left without police protection for possibly two hours or more. 


This is something for the taxpayers to think over and come into 
town meeting prepared to either vote money enough to do this 
or vote against it if they believe it is unnecessary. 


The question of a suitable light to stand bumps, ete., in the 
square in front of the town hall and also at junction of East and 
Main Streets has been gone into quite carefully. A manufacturer 
of one, similar to the one operated in the town of Norwood at 
junction of Winter and Walpole Streets, has agreed to send two 
to Walpole, erect them and leave them here in operation until 
after town meeting without any expense to the town, believing 
that the citizens will be so pleased with their efficiency that they 
will vote to buy them. 


The cost of raiding places operating stills or selling liquor comes 
from the regular police appropriation and yet no additional money 
is raised. We suggest an amount be raised to cover this work 
and believe that in 1923, there will be opportunity to use the 
appropriation to good advantage. 


Transportation— 


This last fall the property of the Norfolk and Bristol Street 
Railroad was sold for junk. Mr. Charles S. Bird hearing of this 
casued the road and overhead from Norwood to the Plimpton 
School and from Plimpton’s corner to East Walpole to be pur- 
chased for him. Mr. Frank G. Allen of Norwood came in after- 
ward for what they considered either his or Norwood’s share. 


An extensive investigation into the cost of repairing, rebuilding 
and getting the road into running condition was made and the 
figures as published were so large that the present owners do not 
feel they can do it. 


A joint meeting of the Selectmen of Norwood and Walpole 
was held and it was the feeling at that meeting that a committee 
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of Walpole citizens should be chosen or appointed, if possible, 
who would investigate with the thought before them that if some 
manner of repairing could be arranged, the cost of which was 
not too large to prohibit same, that the towns of Walpole 
and Norwood would take some action in regard to any deficit 
should there be one in operating same. 


We sincerely hope before the next annual town meeting some- 
thing may be done on these lines believing that it would be a 
ereat help to Walpole and Walpole property owners to have the 
_ street railroad resume operations. 


Street Lighting— 


One 80 c. p. light was installed on Stone Street extension. One 
light on Common Street was moved about twenty feet northerly 
to reflect light on Riverside Place. As per vote of the town, it 
has been arranged to install five lights on South Street from Wash- 
ington Street to the residence of George Brown on South Street. 


Vacancies— 


Mr. Frank L. Gould was appointed Fence Viewer to fill vacancy 
caused by resignation of Edward J. Fuller from that Board. 


Mr. Edward J. Fuller was appointed a member of the Board 
of Health to fill vacancy on account of the resignation of Mr. 
William A. Bense. Dr. Walter Sherwood was appointed a mem- 
ber of the Board of Health to fill vacancy caused by the resig- 
nation of Mr. Nelson L. McCully from the Health Board. 


Concluston— 


The Selectmen wish to thank the different officers of the town 
for their co-operation and trust the conduct of town affairs the 
past year meets with the approval of the citizens.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 
Walpole, Mass., December 30, 1922. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen :— 


I perhaps occupy the unique position of being the representa- 
tive of the first real combination of public works that the Town 
of Walpole has ever attempted and I will try and give you a brief 
résumé of the result of such combination and certain informa- 
tion and recommendations in relation thereto. 


To begin with, it was necessary to line up and regulate all de- 
partments so that each would dovetail into the other and I could 
keep a comprehensive grasp on the activities of each department 
at a moment’s notice. To this end I therefore renovated the 
Engineer’s office at the Town Hall, started a new and approved 
method of accounts and records and installed a clerk at the office 
who would be here at all times during the day and give the citizens 
the benefit of regular business hours for complaints and emer- 
gencies. I can right here thank Mrs. Margaret Willis, who was 
appointed clerk, for her very faithful service and help in matters 
appertaining to this office and the building of an efficient system. 


I think that a real saving of money has resulted, for before this 
change was made the town employed an engineer who had charge 
of the streets and moth department at a salary of $3,000.00 per 
year and the Water Commissioners a superintendent at a salary 
of $2,200.00 per year and by a combination of offices the town 
pays but $3,000.00 to one man who has charge of all public works. 
It also enables the departments to co-operate one with the other 
and a good many times a saving is made by a more equal distri- 
bution of laborers on the different jobs thereby saving teaming 
and supervision and a reduction of overhead. 


I find another advantage of this combination in the purchas- 
ing power of one head and in the fact that by buying for all de- 
partments it not only gives me a better prestige with the trade 
but also a better price on account of quantities purchased. 


There is also another benefit of this combination, it makes 
it possible to have a much keener supervision over the tools and 
equipment of the different departments and stops the needless 
waste, through neglect and carelessness, in the storage and dis- 
use of such equipment after the season’s work, as it is possible to 
fix the respofisibility on one particular head. 
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Of course there are many more things to smooth out and regu- 
late and it is impossible in the busy summer months to accom- 
plish all I would like to do as the combination was only made at 
the very beginning of the year’s work. 


Perhaps before I go any further I should qualify to the citizens 
as I have already done to your Honorable Board. Practically 
all my life I have been connected with public works both with 
the state, with United States Armies in France and in private 
and town capacities. I have had experience not only in the en- 
gineering field but as Superintendent of Public Works in practise 
and I am very glad to give the best I have in your service. 


To take up the Highway Proposition. To begin with the Town 
was quite highly specialized in tools and it was my first duty to 
put these tools to work so that the citizens could realize the most 
possible on their money invested. To this end I made a study 
of the machinery at the gravel pit, figured the cost of operation, 
the results obtained as well as the money invested and brought 
this proposition to your Honorable Board in regard to the steam 
shovel. It took an experienced engineer and a fireman to run 
the shovel at $11.00 per day, it took two men on the bank to pro- 
tect the shovel against land slide at $8.00, one man to run the auto- 
mobile truck to the crusher at $4.50, two men at the crusher to 
load it and keep from jamming at $8.00 and another man to help 
load trucks on account of low elevation of crusher shoots $4.00, 
a total of $35.00 per day to operate’ the shovel and crusher out- 
side of power and fuel. Another thing the shovel was in need 
of a new bucket and numerous minor repairs that might total 
five or six hundred dollars. My experience told me that it is 
impossible to get shovel engineers at a moment’s notice, in fact 
most of the good men are not in the market as they have steady 
jobs. As this was for a few months only a good man was hard 
to find and without a good man the maintenance expense would 
be excessive. Another thing it was an impossibility to operate 
the plant without the shovel as it was then set up and if it was 
set up to avoid using the shovel then the shovel would be use- 
less. Of course when the plant was running to capacity the 
output with the aid of the shovel was very good but if a year 
assumed normal proportions the output would be in excess of the 
demands and the plant must necessarily stand idle at various 
times with an overhead that did not stop if you were to keep 
your experienced operators. I discovered that the price of shovels 
had deflated so that our shovel had shrunk in a year from $7,100.00 
in 1921, to $5,000.00 in 1922 for a new machine. I got in touch 
with the New England Road Machinery Co. of Boston and re- 
ceived a proposition from them to exchange the shovel with them 
for an up to date crushing plant of 200 ton capacity at an approxi- 
mate cost to them of $4,500.00. This after careful consideration 
we decided to do taking a loss from the price of a new shovel of

$500.00 which seemed a reasonable shrinkage considering the cost 
of repairs to be made on it. The plant now operates with about 
four men at a labor cost of $15.00 per day and power. No ex- 
perienced help is required, it can start and stop at any time with- 
out any appreciable overhead and it has delivered all the ma- 
terial that we require and is good for years to come. 


The next thing that came to my attention was the condition 
of many of our town fences. These fences in many instances had 
not been repaired for years and in some cases had entirely disap- 
peared and as the town under the law is held directly responsible 
for damages resulting from improper fence protection of its high- 
ways the importance of this long neglected subject is immediately 
apparent. I did the best possible with the money at hand for 
that purpose but could only repair a part of the many miles of 
fences this year. I spent approximately $500.00 for this pur- 
pose building 1,342 feet of new fence on the following streets: 
Elm, North, Kendall, Union, Diamond and Main. 


The bridges came next in importance and unless money is avail- 
able to re-plank and repair some of these bridges in the near future 
there is danger of very serious consequences to the Town. In 
this particular I wish to call your attention especially to the rail- 
road bridge on Elm St. which must be re-planked next summer 
and to the bridge on Summer St., South Walpole opposite the 
Norfolk and Bristol Car Barns, which is particularly dangerous, 
and the planking on the foot bridge over the Neponset River at 
East Walpole should also be attended to. 


It is my intention to continue the practice of scraping out the 
gutters of the outlying roads with the heavy scraper in the spring 
and with the aid of the tractor and drag endeavor to put them in 
a better condition than has existed in the last few years. 


I have been extremely fortunate in the price paid for oil and 
tar this year. Last year the oil for the roads for spring treat- 
ment cost $0.57 per gallon on the car to be applied by the Town 
at an extra expense. This year the same oil was obtained for 
$.055 per gallon applied, which enabled us to cover many more 
yards of streets for the same money. I applied a coat of Tarvia 
to Common St., above Washington St., Neponset St., So. Wal-' 
pole, Elm Street to the Medfield Line, Diamond St., East St. 
from the corner of Short to Washington St., Pleasant St. and a 
part of Stone St. and West St. This tar was bought for the ex- 
tremely low price of $.12 a gallon applied and if you will com- 
pare this price with the price paid by surrounding towns you will 
discover we were very fortunate. 


Of the new street construction this year the majority of our 
citizens are already familiar. The roads which were built under 
special bonds by the town, namely, from the junction of Wash- 
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ington and South Sts. to the Foxboro line and from Short and 
Washington Sts. to the Norwood line have both been completed 
and the judgment used in contracting for the top of these roads 
to be built by an expert builder has proved to have been excellent. 
The town built and completed the sub-grade itself and the con- 
tractor put on the hot or mixed top at a price of $6.85 per ton 
rolled in place which not only is a very favorable price but re- 
leased our tools and men to build some of the other streets that 
the town had instructed us to do. Of course it is only possible 
with one steam roller scarifier and tractor by working every day 
to accomplish just their capacity of work in one season and if 
the town lays out more than that capacity for one summer we 
must obtain help from outside as our equipment Is as much as 
a, town of this size should properly own. Right here let me say 
that the scarifier purchased at the beginning of the season has 
more than justified the expenditure of the money involved in its 
purchase and attachment to our steam roller and has even this 
season paid for itself many times. 


This mixed top type of road I believe will prove very satis- 
factory in the years to come as the maintenance figures so far as 
available from outside sources are very favorable in comparison 
with the other types of construction and the low first cost makes 
them particularly desirable not only in our town but through- 
out the different Northern States as their peculiar elasticity 
makes them almost impervious to frost fractures in the surface. 


The department also rebuilt that part of East St. northwest 
of Main St., by the freight depot through to Elm St. which had 
been in very bad condition for several years. This road carries 
considerable trucking to and from the freight sheds and is of con- 
siderable importance. Here is another type of road, cheap of 
construction, and of very good wearing qualities. It has a stone 
and sand water bound base with a tar penetrated top. The best 
highway engineers have conceded the fact that experience has 
taught that there are only two general types of road construc- 
tion that are really of practical value for the future, either the 
very best permanent construction by cement or the cheapest 
penetrated construction such as a study of local conditions would 
suggest, the semi expensive or so-called medium grade road hav- 
ing passed into the discard. 


Bowker Street has also been re-built and those portions of North 
Street which have been in such bad shape have been re-surfaced 
with gravel. 


As promised by the Selectmen a sidewalk was built along that 
part of Main St. starting at Fisher St., and in front of the Ag- 
ricultural School and the Fisher School a distance of about 800 
feet. It was at first thought that a very. cheap type of penetrated 
sidewalk could be built from Fisher St. to Gould St. that might 
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be practical and inexpensive, but upon investigation I decided 
to build a better and more permanent type even if I did not build 
quite so long a distance this year. I constructed this out of the 
same kind of mixed material that we used on our permanent 
construction at South and East Walpole laying and rolling the 
whole 800 feet in place in one day’s work by six men. ‘This should 
furnish food for thought in respect to future sidewalk construc- 
tion the cost being about $1,00 per square yard, finished and 
eraded. 


And now before closing just a few words in regard to possible 
future betterments and economies. It is a physical impossibility 
for one man to get a complete grasp of local conditions in the few 
months that I have served you as Town Engineer. I have tried 
to lay the corner stone of a plan for a more economic, systematic 
and efficient administration. It is a very easy matter for any 
man to spend the other fellow’s money in making a spectacular 
showing in new innovations and so-called improvements for his 
own advertising purposes but it takes a lot of real study and self 
effacement to formulate a plan that will endure the test of time, make 
each year’s work complete in itself and not make some succeed- 
ing year pay the price of mistakes of the past. It would seem 
to me that the time is nearly at hand for a reduction in our tax rate 
in a reasonable manner, not perhaps so much for the actual money 
saved next year to the taxpayer but to show that this town has 
reached its maximum tax rate and that the curve in the tax rate 
is downward. This is a very dangerous thing to do without care- 
ful study as it is very easy to reduce this year and jump up twice 
as much next, but by the application of real business principles 
this can safely be permanently accomplished. To this end our 
segregated cost system can be applied, and a real reduction in the 
tax rate may be accomplished in the year 1924. 


I would recommend that some method be provided for a town 
garage to store our trucks and automobiles. Today we pay 
$20.00 per month for the use of the Central Garage or $240.00 
per year. This would pay the interest on a considerable sum 
of money and as the town owns considerable land at the pumping 
station with its available heating facilities it would seem that a 
plan might be practical for a municipal garage at that location. 


Another thing that should be considered by a competent com- 
mittee is the method of street lighting for our business section. 
Various towns that have adopted a more brilliantly lighted sys- 
tem in their business district have unequivocally proved its worth 
as it invariably encourages more and better taxable property with 
a corresponding increase in business. 


Recommendations for next year which should also receive your 
consideration are as folllows: <A fence and repairs on the wall at 
East St. above the Allen Construction Co.; an appropriation to 
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continue the sidewalk built this year in front of the Agricultural 
School towards Walpole Centre, especially calling your attention 
to the dangerous curve in front of Benson’s Auto Station; re- 
building Norfolk, Coney and Clapp Streets and the regrading of 
East Walpole Square with repairs to the foot bridge over the 
Arches. 


I wish at this time to thank the Board of Selectmen for their 
support and co-operation and all the other town officers with whom 
I have come in contact in the discharge of my duty.

_ A State Forestry man came out and looked over the town forest 
in October. He stated that the young pines are growing good. 
The large pines near the pumping station are not gaining as some 
are dying every year and the growth does not make up for the 
loss. They might be sold now while there is enough to attract 
buyers. There are about 70 thousand feet. 


We were going to set Red Pine with the Schools ; when they 
were ready it was too late to set pine. Red Pine are not infested 
with all that make it uncertain with White Pine. 
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The land back of the Plimpton School that has been used for 
war gardens is in very bad shape as it has ridges, furrows, hills, 
ete., and it is coming up to brush. It should be plowed and leveled 
and sowed to grass so it would be in shape for playground. It 
is sheltered and just right for winter games.

To the Citizens of Walpole: 


No trees were put out this year owing to the large amount 
of work at the time and the work left over for three years back. 
There is a good lot of work which should be finished in 1923 to 
get the trees in shape. 


Ash trees which have been recommended as free from gypsy 
moths and the trees to plant are no good. They are infested 
with scale. Some of the largest ash trees on the Common are 
half dead as are the elms on Common Street and at South Walpole. 
These trees are about 100 years old. 


Many maples have died since the streets have been improved 
by filling around them and the covering of the top with road sur- 
facing. The oil soaking down to the roots in the gutters, where 
it could not run off, and filling around the trees on wet land is 
sure death to them. (I do not see how it can be helped.)

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF THE FIRE ALARM 


To the Board of Engineers: 


I take pleasure, in submitting to you, my report of the Fire 
Alarm for the year ending December 31st, 1922. 


In keeping with the vote of the town at the town meeting, the 
work was carried out as far as could be, the material was purchased 
for the renewing of three miles of old construction. It was only 
possible that one mile be replaced owing to the cost of material 
and so many poles being renewed by the Edison and Telephone 
Companies making unexpected cost; leaving two miles of ma- 
terial on hand for this year. Hoping the town will see fit to fol- 
low the committee on fire protection program, by renewing a 
portion each year. 


The signal at the South end has just been installed and hope 
that it will meet the approval of the people at that end of the 
town. It is a Gamewell compressed air signaling system using 
a Diaphone whistle with a Smith electric valve, which is the latest 
thing in fire alarm signals. 


I also recommend that a tape register be installed in conjunc- 
tion with the fire whistle at South Walpole. 
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There have been a few interruptions owing to Edison and Tele- 
phone men renewing poles, but no serious damage has been done 


by the same.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


Your Board of Health respectfully submits the following re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1922. 


Judging from a comparison with former reports, the health 
conditions of the town appear to have been about on an average 
with other years. 


The same inspectors of animals and slaughtering were appointed 
and Dr. James J. Mulvehill of Westwood was appointed inspect- 
or of Milk and Dairies. 


In October, the “Schick Test,” which is a method of determin- 
ing whether or not a person may contract diphtheria was offered 
to the school children of Walpole. The test was made on three 
hundred and sixty six pupils and teachers. Kighty eight were 
found to be immune and given certificates. The balance were 
inoculated with toxin anti-toxin and will be tested again six months 
after the inoculation. 


Three patients have been committed to the Norfolk County 
Hospital, and at the end of the year were still there. It is im- 
possible to foretell the number of persons who may be sent there 
from time to time, therefore, some leeway should be allowed in 
making the appropriations for the use of this Board. 


We planned to have some work done in cleaning the brook 
which runs under Main and East Streets in the center of the town, 
but the price asked for doing it was beyond our means, so the 
matter was dropped. While a small sum of money expended 
there would probably do some good, yet it seems to be a job by 
itself for which a special appropriation of money should be made.

To the Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit a report of the receipts and expenditures of the Town of 
Walpole for the year ending December 31, 1922; also a statement of the Town’s 
indebtedness and a list of unpaid bills reported on December 30, 1922. 


Your attention is called to the unpaid bills of the Police Department amount- 
ing to $1,082.90. As these bills were not approved and passed for payment 
until the close of the year, there were no available funds to meet payment of 
same, therefore, the Town will be asked to make a special appropriation to cover 
payment of these bills. 


The statute requires departmental officers authorized to expend money to 
approve and transmit to the Town Accountant as often as once each month all 
bills chargeable to their respective appropriations. When a departmental 
official refuses or neglects to do this, there is no way of knowing how the approp- 
riation stands, consequently, there is danger of its being overdrawn. More- 
over, it is unfair to those who have rendered their bills to the Town to be obliged 
to wait so long for the payment of same.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the Town of Walpole for the year 
ending December 30, 1922, and report as follows: 


The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the books 
of the several departments, were checked with the reports to the 
Accountant and with the books in the Accountant’s and the Treas- 
urer’s Departments. 


The books and accounts of the Treasurer were examined, footed, 
and checked, and the cash on hand was verified by reconciling 
the bank accounts with the statements furnished by the banks. 


The receipts as recorded by the Treasurer were compared with 
the Accountant’s books and with the records of the department- 
al payments to the Treasurer; and the payments were proved 
by checking the amounts shown on the books with the properly 
approved bills and pay-rolls comprising the warrants. 


The collector’s accounts were examined, and the reported re- 
ceipts were checked with the cash book and with the payments 
to the Treasurer. The commitments were added and proved; 
the abatements were checked with the Assessors’ record of abate- 
ments granted; and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved to the accounts in the Accountant’s ledger. Verifica- 
tion notices were mailed to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and from 
the replies received, I am satisfied that the accounts are correct. 


The receipts as shown by the Accountant’s books were checked 
with the receipts of the Treasurer and with the reported pay- 
ments to the Treasurer by the several departments. The ex-’ 
penditures were checked to the Selectmen’s warrants authorizing 
payments, and with the Treasurer’s cash book. The ledger ac- 
counts were checked and footed, a trial balance was taken off, 


and a balance sheet prepared showing the financial condition of 
the town as of December 30, 1922 
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The appropriations and transfers voted by the town, as shown 
by the Town Clerk’s records, were checked to the books in the 
Accountant’s office. 


The surety bonds furnished by the officials for the faithful 
performance of their duties were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The debt and interest payments were checked with the amounts 
falling due, and with the cancelled bonds, notes and coupons 
on file. 


The books and accounts of the Water Department were ex- 
amined and checked; the commitments were verified; the out- 
standing accounts were listed and compared with the Account- 
ant’s books; the abatements were checked, and the reported pay- 
ments to the Treasurer were verified by a comparison with the 
Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s books. 


The receipts of all the other departments receiving money were 
checked with the books of the Treasurer. 


The accounts of the several trust funds in the custody of the 
Town Treasurer were examined and checked, and the income 
was verified and found to be as reported on the Accountant’s 
and the Treasurer’s books. The securities and savings deposits 
were examined and found to be as recorded on the books. 


Tables showing a reconciliation of the Treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the Tax, Assessment, Water, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, Licenses, Town Hall rents, and Library accounts, 
and tables showing the condition of the several trust funds, to- 
gether with a balance sheet, are appended to this report. 


For the uniform courtesy extended by the several department 
officials during the process of the audit, I wish to express my 
appreciation.

The work at the Central Library has been carried on by our 
librarian, Miss Margaret Forster assisted by Miss Katherine 
Lewis and Miss Vivian Boyden. Miss Carolyn Towle, a Sim- 
mons student, did practise work in our library for a time during 
the summer. 


The trustees are gratified by the continued value of the work 
at East Walpole and would acknowledge with hearty thanks the 
generosity of Bird & Son and the ability and interest of Miss 
Blaney, which make possible the work which the town does thru 
the Bird & Son Library. 


Miss Forster has maintained a deposit station in the South Wal- 
pole Community House giving it her personal attention one af- 
ternoon a week. Judging from all reports, we believe that this 
service has been well worth while.

To carry out this budget we ask for an appropriation of $6,000.00. 


The amount asked for repairs is made necessary by the con- 
dition of the interior of our library. The building has been in 
use since 1903 and the walls, ceilings and woodwork have never 
been re-decorated. At present the condition is such that from 
the standpoint of cleanliness something must be done. We must 
restore the library to its former beauty and make it a pleasant 
place for all to frequent and an example of good taste and sani- 
tary perfection for the youth. 
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We are often criticized for buying no more new books. Since 
our responsibility includes not only the actual purchase of the 
volumes but the providing for their housing and _ distribution, 
a great many of our expenditures are fixed for us. It is our pur- 
pose to spend on new books just as large a part of the appropriation 
as is consistent with the necessity of keeping our building as it 
should be and supplying librarian’s service without which, books, 
new or old fail to be of the greatest possible benefit to the public. 
We should welcome a larger appropriation and the consequent 
increase in the book committee’s allowance. 


The Trustees would publicly acknowledge the faithful and 
successful work of Miss Forster, her assistants and Mr. Allen 
and thank them and all others who have helped to increase the 
usefulness of the library. 


The gifts to the library have been appreciated and the grati- 
tude of the Trustees is hereby extended to their donors. We 
would especially call to the attention of the Walpole readers the 
set of books ‘‘The Chronicles of America’ edited by Johnson. 
These fifty beautiful volumes were placed on our shelves by the 
generosity of Mr. C. 8. Bird, Jr.

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To the Trustees of the Walpole Public Library: 


I herewith submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1922. 


There is a noticeable and satisfactory evidence that the Li- 
brary is being used more than ever before, not so much, this year, 
by those desiring books for home use, only, as by the students 
attending college and our own town schools. The students have 
learned that the library is the source of a great deal of information 
on various subjects and are using its volumes. There were 20,627 
persons in the library during the year and over 13,000 of that 
number were students. The highest number for one day was 
102. 


It is interesting to note the growth of the work with the younger 
readers. In 1917, when we first began systematic work with 
the schools, the juvenile circulation was 8,398; for this year (1922), 
18,411. Our work with the schools has increased. During the 
school term Fisher School circulated 1,317 books to the children 
of North Walpole; Boyden School 210 at South Walpole, Stone © 
School 646; Plimpton School 240; and the High School 990; mak- 
ing a total of 3,403 books circulated from the schools. Our High 
School classes are of increasing interest and usefulness. The 
library now has on exhibition a number of bulletins made by these 
classes after their meetings. 


With a view of encouraging taste for better quality of books, 
the list ‘100 Worth While Books” was purchased and hung near 
the entrance to the library. There has been a decided interest 
shown in this list, many borrowers selecting their books from 
it. 

The library has had many donations of books, pamphlets and 
periodicals from citizens as well as outside sources; and these 
are much appreciated. Among the gifts for 1922 is one which 
should receive especial mention; the Chronicles of America, fifty 
volumes, presented to the library by Mr. Charles Sumner Bird, 
dhe 


The General Laws of Massachusetts, Manual of the General 
Court, Journal of the Senate and House of Representatives were 
gifts to the reference department from the State. 


The Story Hour for the first four grammar grades is held every 
Saturday morning, in the Children’s room, at ten o’clock. 
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The sixth annual Children’s Book Week was observed in No- 
vember wiith an unusually attractive display of books. Dur- 
ing the same week a smaller exhibition of books for children 
was placed in the Health Center Windows. 


Miss Carolyn Towle, a senior at the Library School of Sim- 
mons College, had her practice work in the Library during the 
summer.

REPORT OF EAST WALPOLE BRANCH OF 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of Public Library: 


Books have been more accessible to the people of East Wal- 
pole since the distribution was assumed by the Bird & Son Library, 
which for the past eight years has been open to anyone in this 
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town or vicinity. The library is open continuously from 8.30 
until 5.15; the noon hour and the period after five o’clock allow- 
ing opportunity for the exchange of books by employees in the 
mills and offices. 


One of our special interests is the work with the school. The 
business literature of the present contains a large amount of in- 
formation of value in school work and is a source not open to the 
average library. Reviewing as we do, each day a large num- 
ber of magazines and daily papers covering a wide area, we are 
able to collect a good deal of material which is clipped and filed 
for ready reference. It is surprising to find how many pam- 
phlets, pictures, maps and posters can be collected and come into 
play in the school work, and were we informed more in advance 
the subjects to be covered we could make ourselves more of a 
factor as a reference bureau for the schools. 


The technical library of Bird & Son, while small, is quite com- 
plete in some departments and can furnish information on some 
subjects required in the High School not to be found readily else- 
where. Our membership in various technical associations is one 
source of expansion of our Library and a very valuable one. 


The East Walpole Branch should show good results because 
of the co-operation it has always met with from the Central Li-. 
brary which has furnished it with books of reference on subjects 
especially requested, as well as supplied it generously with books 
for circulation for a more indefinite period. East Walpole has 
enjoyed the advantage of the Inter-Library Loan which permits 
of books being drawn from the Boston Public Library, the borrower 
paying the transportation charges which are small. 


Advertising, especially personal advertising, we have proved 
to be essential to the success of the Library and every possible 
effort is made to bring to the attention of the individual informa- 
tion on subjects in which we know he may be interested. 


The circulation is about equally divided between children and 
adults but the attendance of children seems the larger as they 
are frequently the bearers of books for their parents who are too 
much occupied to call, at the Library. The children can be al- 
lowed a little more freedom at times than in a large Library,— 
more opportunity for discussion but readily respond if reproved 
for apparent disorder. 


Members of Clubs and Associations of all parts of the town 
are especially welcome at our Library and we have material which 
would interest them, particularly in the line of Town Planning 
and Housing.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Walpole: 


Your Committee on Schools supmits herewith, its report for 
the year ending December 31, 1922. 


The public schools of Walpole have, in the opinion of educa- 
tional authorities, shown great progress in the past few years. 
Your Committee believes this high standard has been thoroughly 
maintained throughout the year and takes this occasion to give 
credit to the Superintendent of Schools and the whole teaching 

faculty because of the splendid results obtained. 


Committee Orgamzation 


Immediately after the March Town Meeting the Committee 
organized with W. E. Hale, Chairman and J. S. Leach, Secretary. 
To facilitate the work of the Committee and increase its efficiency, 
the Chairman appointed the following sub-committees:

Increase in Number of Graduates from High School 


Last June a class of 53 pupils, the largest in the history of the 
town, was graduated from the High School. This unusually large 
number not only indicates a greater interest in education on the 
part of parents and pupils, but it also verifies our previous state- 
ment in relation to the efficiency of our Public School System. 


It should be a source of gratification to us to know that a large 
number of these pupils have continued their educational courses 
by entering colleges and other institutions of learning. 


Coal 


Owing to the shortage in coal caused by the coal strike, your 
Committee had some difficulty in obtaining fuel. About 200 
tons of Welsh coal were purchased which gave a supply for a 
portion of the year. Later on, the Committee was able to pur- 
chase the regular coal which they had been accustomed to buy. 
Considering the difficulties in obtaining fuel, your Committee 
was able to make their purchases without any undue expense. 


Repairs 


Repairs to the school buildings have included re-shingling at 
the Boyden School, re-arrangement of heating apparatus at the 
Fisher School, thereby improving conditions in one of the rooms 
where heating conditions had always been poor, and in the Plimp- 
ton School two rooms were refinished. At the Bird School in 
East Walpole, using the money appropriated to the best possible 
advantage, the grounds were so graded as to be fairly satisfactory. 
The walks were left uncompleted. A base of coal ashes was put 
on the walks, but in the opinion of your Committee, a distinct 
separation between play ground, lawn and the school walks will 
never be satisfactory unless regular cement concrete walks are 
constructed. This involves a considerable expense, but for a 
final arrangement of the grading at the Bird School your Com- 
mittee believes this expense would be justified. 


For repairs for the year 1923, your committee recommends 
that the Stone School be reshingled. At the Fisher School, the 
blind wells which care for the water coming from the roof should 
be rebuilt. These wells have proved to be defective, of insufficient 
size and need rebuilding. The trimmings at the Fisher School 
should also be painted.* 


Your Committee regrets to report a considerable amount of 
vandalism. A portion of the lead gutters at the Fisher School 
has. been stolen. Breaking of windows in the school build- 
ings has been both frequent and expensive. Sixteen windows 
in the Portable Building near the High School were broken in 
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one night. It seems impossible to detect the offenders. At- 
tention of the citizens is called to this vandalism and it is hoped 
the right influence may be exerted to prevent destruction of this 


kind. 


Transportation 


Transportation of the school pupils has been accomplished 
this year by the usual method. Service by the Norfolk and Bris- 
tol Bus Line has been satisfactory. An improvement of trans- 
portation in the North Walpole district has been made by the 
purchase of a new barge. Auto service has also been inaugurated 
in part by Mr. Jarvis. The details of transportation in the re- 
port of the Superintendent of Schools will refer to this matter 
fully. 


Health Work 


The Health Work conducted by the School Physicians and the 
School Nurse has been conducted as usual but your Committee 
would call attention especially to the dental work conducted at 
the Bird School through the generosity of Mrs. I. W. Bird and 
Mr. C. S. Bird. A dentist is in attendance at the Bird School 
every day in the week. The Dental Nurse has also rendered 
valuable assistance to the school children throughout the town. 
It was the intention of your Committee to relieve Mrs. Bird trom 
the expense of the dental nurse but we find that in establishing 
a, work of this kind in full,there is a law preventing any such work 
being conducted by a town except under the direction of the Board 
of Health. This dental work is so valuable and the results have 
been so excellent, that the work should be continued as part of 
the town system. The only way your Committee can see to 
have this done in conformance with legal requirements, is that 
the Board of Health assume responsibility, and we feel sure the 
appropriation of the Board of Health will be increased in order 
that this work may be continued. 


Increased Facilities 


Regarding school facilities, should the population at No. Wal- 
pole continue to increase, some addition will be necessary at the 
Fisher School. Some of the rooms are badly overcrowded and 
the limit of the building is evidently reached. Conditions at the 
Fisher School are amply covered in the report of the Superin- 
tendent and your Committee would give mention to this matter 
as a means of calling attention to what may be a necessary addition 
in the future. 
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Norfolk Pupils 


Regarding the question which has at times arisen in the minds 
of the citizens regarding the school facilities afforded pupils from 
the Town of Norfolk, your Committee can do no better than 
to quote from the report of former Supt. R. W. Westcott made 
in the year 1921. “The suggestion has often been made that . 
the Norfolk pupils should be refused admission before any addition 
to the High School is built. Contrary to this opinion the Nor- 
folk pupils are an asset financially and educationally to Wal- 
pole. No rooms and no teachers, no fuel and no repairs, no trans- 
portation and no administrative expense could be saved if they 
were turned away. In fact the only additional expense is for their 
books, supplies, and desks. This means that out of more than 
$5,000.00 which the Town of Norfolk will pay to us this school 
year less than $500.00 will be spent for additional expense due to 
their presence, and more than $4,500.00 will be available to meet 
other expenses which would have to be paid whether they are 
here or not. And yet it is absolutely just and proper that Nor- 
folk should pay her per capita share of the High School expense.” 


Finances 


The Committee of Fifteen earnestly requested the School Com- 
mittee to exercise the utmost economy and to make a saving 
wherever possible. Meeting this request we are pleased to report 
a small unexpended balance after meeting all school expenses. 
This balance is returned to the Town leaving no unpaid bills 
to be carried to the year 1923. While this balance is not large, 
it is an extremely satisfactory condition to report. Because 
there have been unexpected contingencies in past years, unpaid 
bills have had to be met the year following. Your Committee 
has endeavored to expend the money appropriated in the different 
items of their budget with good judgment, and with economy 
consistent with the best results. This spirit of co-operation in 
conjunction with the Committee of Fifteen, your Committee 
will always be glad to exercise to the largest possible extent. 


Notwithstanding the salaries paid by the Town of Walpole, 
there have been twelve resignations among the teachers during 
the school year. One of these was High School Principal Mac- 
Donald who abandoned school work to engage in business. ‘The 
best wishes of the Committee are extended to Principal Mac- 
Donald because of his splendid work in maintaining a high standard 
of efficiency while he had supervision in the High School. We 
trust the new career he has chosen will prove to be a most suc- 
cessful one. 
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Parent-Teacher Associations 


Your Committee is pleased to report that the Parent-Teacher 
Association has been reorganized in East Walpole, which to- 
eether with the association in South Walpole, made possible more 
co-operative efforts in dealing with school problems in these 
parts of the town. The attitude of these associations has been 
constructive at all times and suggestions from them have been 
and will be gratefully received. The value of this work was em- 
phasized in the report of your Committee in the year 1921, and 
it is believed that the constructive work which has thus far re- 
sulted, can be largely increased in the future by the formation 
of a live association at the Center and at North Walpole.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


January 1, 1923. 
To the School Committee of Walpole, Massachusetts : 


I present herewith my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools of Walpole, the forty-seventh in the series of annual 
reports. 


School Authorities Not Unmindful of Cost of Education 


In accepting the superintendency in January it was my good 
fortune to assume a position of responsibility in a system already 
functioning smoothly and efficiently. The schools of Walpole 
have for a number of years stood high in the opinion of educational 
authorities throughout the state. It should be our concern 
now that they take no backward step, and that nothing within 
reason be allowed to interfere with their constant progress. 


In common with the rest of the country, our most vulnerable 
spot is in the financial situation. The work of carrying on the 
schools of a community has reached the point where it may well 
be looked upon as a definite “big business”. The amount of 
money devoted yearly to education is rapidly mounting, and 
the task of financing the schools is becoming one of the serious 
problems before tax experts. From a comparatively simple 
organization our educational scheme has developed into a most 
complex system. At the same time school enrollments have 
increased by leaps and bounds. School authorities are, there- 
fore, confronted with the double task of maintaining the efficiency 
of their schools, and at the same time holding the cost at the lowest 
possible level in the face of greatly increased demands for edu- 
cation and of almost doubled costs in salaries and materials. As 
indicative of the situation, an investigation by the American 
School Board Journal in about 1400 towns and cities indicates 
that while 1015 feel the need of increased financial support only 
358 anticipate attempting to increase the school tax. But on 
the other hand, quoting the Journal, “The outstanding fact in 
the situation is that, as far as the city school systems of the United 
States are concerned, there is no general tendency towards re- 
trenchment. This implies that there is no disposition to cut cost 
at the expense of efficiency. The ambition throughout is to 
maintain acceptable standards.” 


F.-G. Blair, State Superintendent of Illinois, says: ‘“The situa- 
tion does not call for radical retrenchments and reactions. It 
calls for the soundest business: principles in the preparation of ° 
budgets and in the expenditures of moneys raised by taxation. 
Every dollar raised for public education should be applied direct- 
ly to that object. Unsparing and relentless criticism should be 
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centered against every person who diverts any of this public money 
from its regular channels.” 


Per Pupil Cost Reduced 


During the year ending in June, 1922, the per pupil expendi- 
ture for education in Walpole exclusive of general control decreased 
as follows from the preceding school year: in the elementary schools 
from $82.17 to $71.45, and in the High School from $111.23 to $94.98. 
One should not, however, be misled into expecting a continual 
reduction in the future, or even into supposing that the lower 
level will be maintained. The reduction resulted directly from 
a great increase in the number of pupils in September, 1921. From 
the opening of school in that month until the Christmas holi- 
days, 1534 pupils were cared for from an appropriation intended 
to support 1365. Moreover, during that particular twelve 
months, no fuel was purchased, and this is ordinarily an item of 
several thousands of dollars. 


Text Books 


A rapid increase in school enrollment always necessitates in- 
creases in text books and supplies. So rapid has been our pupil 
erowth, however, that we have hardly kept pace in the matter 
of books, and I would recommend an extra allowance for this 
item in our new budget. 


It has been the policy in the past to adopt one new text each 
year, and by this plan we are now well equipped in basic readers, 
language books and arithmetics. In addition the “Human 
Geography” by J. Russell Smith (J. C. Winston Co.), adopted 
in January of this year, is proving very satisfactory. We shall 
be able to replace our out-of-date histories during the coming 
year, the adoption of Perry & Price’s “American History,” Gordy’s 
“American Beginnings in Europe” and Gordy’s “History of the 
United States’ having been already approved by your vote. 


Accommodations in Grade Buildings 


As we had anticipated, the opening of school in September 
brought us the largest enrollment in our history. Since that 
time, however, there has been a general falling off in enrollment, 
due to a greater number of children than usual moving from town, 
so that our present enrollment is but slightly larger than last 
year. It should be borne in mind, however, that last year several 
buildings were filled to overflowing, and that the tendency is 
always to growth rather than to shrinkage. This year’s failure 
to grow must, to be viewed rationally, be looked upon as a lull 
in, rather than a complete cessation of growth, and should not 
convey the false idea that the future is already taken care of. 
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The following table will show the recent growth of school mem- 
bership, and the buildings particularly affected.

Even with four pupils less than last year the situation at the 
Fisher School is particularly acute. At this time one room in 
that building is seating forty-three pupils. We cannot take 
care of a greater number of pupils than at present with any de- 
gree of comfort, safety, or efficiency in the plant as it stands. 
Within the past two years the growth in this building has been 
greater than during the entire seven years preceding, and while 
the prediction of probable growth of population in any section 
of the town is decidedly uncertain, there is at present every in- 
dication that North Walpole school population will continue 
to grow for some years to come. 


There are three possible ways in which to care for this growth. 
The first is to remove the seventh grade to the Bird Junior High 
School, as there will probably be no room for it in the Plimpton 
School. This removal would be but a temporary relief, but is 
a logical step from the purely educational standpoint. It is the 
only seventh grade at present not embodied in a Junior High 
School organization, and further progress in the development 
of our system along the line now being followed anticipates such 
a step. The second possibility is an addition to the building. 
The architects advise us that this is entirely possible, and that 
& wing containing two rooms may easily be projected back from 
each end of the present building, providing rearrangements are 
made in the heating apparatus and the toilets. Eventually this 
is bound to come, and moving the seventh grade can postpone 
it but two or three years, perhaps to the very time an addition to 
the High School is on our hands. The third plan, a portable build- 
ing, ought not to be considered at all. The experience of the 
town with portable buildings has not been fortunate, and there 
is little to recommend them. The real solution of the problem 
lies in combining the first two suggestions. 


The elementary and upper grades of the Plimpton School are 
also congested.’ In order to relieve them fifteen pupils of the 


*148 on February 1, 1923. 
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fifth and sixth grades normally in the Plimpton district were 
transferred to the Stone School this fall. On the other hand, the 
primary grades were sufficiently small to accommodate an over- 
flow from the Stone School. In making these adjustments pupils 
were selected who were least incommoded by distance from school, 
or who were being brought to school by town transportation. 
Judging from present conditions it seems probable that further 
transfers will have to be made in September. 


High School Growth 


The High School has reached the limit of its expansion in the 
present plant. The last available space was made use of when 
the gymnasium was equipped with desks in September, and con- 
verted into a class room. ‘The time is already in sight when this 
building must be enlarged, or run upon the totally unsatisfactory 
two session plan. 


In the growth of the grade schools the growth in town popu- 
lation is the prominent feature. At the High School another 
feature has entered, namely, a gradual but certain tendency for 
pupils to remain to the end of the public school course as shown 
below:

This tendency is as it should be., On the one hand it shows 
a wholesome and increasing desire on the part of the community 
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to give its children the advantage of all that we have to offer 
them for an education. On the other, it seems to indicate that 
we are probably coming slowly nearer to offering in education 
what the public demands for its children. 


The Junior High School 


A consideration of congestion and growth of schools leads one 
naturally to one of the comparatively recent developments in 
school organization—the Junior High School—as a means of 
relief. Walpole has already adopted the name, in common with 
other communities, and has assigned it to the seventh and eighth 
erades at the Bird and Plimpton Schools. It is unfortunate that 
in many places in the east such a course has been deemed sufficient. 
In reality there are very few communities in this vicinity where 
the distinction between the present so-called Junior High Schools 
and the seventh and eighth grades of the grammar schools of 
fifteen years ago is apparent enough to be perceptible. On the 
other hand, certain communities have developed it with extra- 
ordinary success, and it is to those that we should look in mak- 
ing judgment of the desirability of the organization. : 


The Junior High School, to be successful, must eliminate the 
waste of time that readjustment to new conditions at the end of 
the grammar school course brings about. It must “bridge the 
gap” between the eighth and ninth grades, not only for the sake 
of this time economy, but, further, to overcome if possible the 
tendency of the public to look upon that point as one at which a 
definite period of schooling has been completed. It has to blend 
the elementary school with the Senior High School so that no 
obvious break occurs. Finally it has to provide content for courses 
of study which will relieve the monotony to which the adolescent 
child objects, thus removing the desire to leave school, and re- 
ducing to a minimum the disciplinary problems that discontent 
induces. 


Our present organization can, from its very physical limitations, 
do but too little to carry out these ideals. We have, to be sure, 
departmental teaching; a very limited promotion from the eighth 
to the ninth grade by subject, whereby we allow over-age pu- 
pils to attempt certain high school work in lines where they have 
shown proficiency, at the same time retaining them in the eighth 
grade to complete work in which they are deficient; and finally 
a recognition, to a certain extent, of the social needs of pupils 
through means of clubs and intra-school organizations. 


But the Junior High School to function properly, should go 
beyond this. It should have a home of its own, planned, built, 
and organized for its own purpose. It is not desirable that Junior 
High school pupils should be housed either in an elementary school 
or with a Senior High School. Housed by themselves they ob- 
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tain a freedom in development not otherwise obtainable, as well 
as a social atmosphere of their own, and they are not hampered 
by the disciplinary methods and tone either of the grades below 
or of the Senior High above. There should be laboratories, a 
usable gymnasium intended for a gymnasium and nothing else, 
an auditorium with a stage, a first class lunch room, a library, 
and shops. There should be a reorganization of the course of 
study to allow for the instinct for exploration and self direction, 
the introduction of elective studies, and a close correlation with 
the work of the Senior High. 


If, therefore, there is to be further building of schools, as there 
surely must be before too long a time has elapsed, it would be 
the part of wisdom to consider carefully the advisability of pro- 
viding ourselves with a real Junior High building. It is not im- 
possible that through judicious planning we might, by erecting 
a building to contain all the seventh, eighth and ninth grades in 
town, postpone the building of an addition to our Senior High 
School and make our grade schools sufficient for an indefinite 
number of years to come. 


Money has always been the drawback to school expansion. 
Perhaps there would prove to be an argument of ultimate economy 
as well as an educational gain in a Junior High Schooi building. 
The compelling force, however, from the standpoint of public 
welfare, is the advantage accruing to the young people whom 
we are educating. The Junior High School, adequately provided 
for, is, from actual experience, the best organization yet devised 
for providing the boy or girl on the verge of adolescence with a 
suitable common sense education. It has worked best when these 
children are grouped in large, rather than in small, numbers. 
We should plan in this direction. 


Evening School and Adult Immigrant Education 


Vocational evening classes in Dressmaking and Millinery were 
opened in January and run for a period of ten weeks. I:xcept 
for these two courses there seems to be but little demand for the 
evening vocational classes, and an attempt to open classes in Oc- 
tober in other subjects failed for lack of pupils. Without dis- 
continuing this work, it would seem better to center our main 
efforts about the Americanization movement for teaching our 
foreign.born population. 


In June Miss Helen EK. Gindele was appointed head of Ameri- 
canization in Walpole. Following the directions of the State 
authorities Miss Gindele undertook a survey of the town for the 
purpose of determining just what our problem is, and how it should 
be attacked. The employment departments of the larger indus- 
tries in town co-operated splendidly in this work, and through 
them we were enabled to get in touch with the greater portion 
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of those with whom we sought contact. In December, classes 
were opened in the Bird School at East Walpole and at the Stone 
School in the Center with an enrollment of forty-eight pupils. 


The movement for the better education of our immigrant popu- 
lation is an outgrowth of the so-called Americanization effort 
during war time. The necessity of assimilating these members 
of our community came to our attention most strongly at that 
time, but the endeavors of that period were, perhaps, mixed too 
strongly with sentiment and had too obscure an objective to 
be effective. A saner and more definite point of view has been 
taken since then, and the movement has accordingly begun to 
prosper until it is now country wide. Instead of making the 
immigrant feel that he is decidedly an alien to be lifted from his 
unenlightened ways, we are striving to show him the advantages 
that can accrue to him by learning our language, fitting himself 
to take an unhampered and intelligent part in our life, and finally, 
by our help, becoming able to secure the privileges attendant 
upon American citizenship. In other words, our aim is to make 
him a citizen because he wants to be, rather than because: we 
think he ought to be. 


The evidence is that this Bois of view is succeeding. The immi- 
grant will go to school if he finds what he wants, but any attempt 
to ween him from his own land by force is doomed to failure. 
In the State of Massachusetts alone classes have grown from 
an enrollment of about: 8,000 in 1918 to about 25,000 at present. 
A department of the State Board of Education is devoted to super- 
vision and development of the work. By law the State is match- 
ing dollar for dollar the expenditures that cities and towns make 
in establishing classes. 


Walpole, A Cosmopolitan Community 


Walpole should not lag in this respect. Figures in the report 
of the director of-our work here will doubtless startle those who 
believe that our town is of the same type as twenty, or even ten 
years ago. We are no longer an old New England village, but 
a community whose people are gathered from all parts of the 
world, and those people must not be deprived of the opportunities 
that we owe them. 


The accompanying charts, made by members of the Civics classes 
in the High School, are clearly indicative of the situation.

Medical Inspection 


In sections 54 and 57 of Chapter 71 of the General Laws of 
the State, medical inspection of school children is provided for 
as follows: “Every school physician shall make a prompt ex- 
amination and diagnosis of all children referred to him as here- 
inafter provided, and such further examination of teachers, jani- 
tors and school buildings as in his opinion the protection of the 
health of the pupils may require. Every such physician who 
is assigned to perform the duty of examining children who apply 
for health certificates shall make a prompt.examination of every 
child who wishes to obtain an employment certificate, as pro- 
vided in section 87 of Chapter 149, and who presents to said phy- 
sician the pledge or promise of the employer, as provided in said 
section; and the physician shall certify in writing whether or not 
in his opinion such child is in sufficiently sound health and phy- 
sically able to perform the work described in said pledge or promise.”’ 


“The Committee shall cause every child in the public schools 
to be separately and carefully tested and examined at least once 
in every school year to ascertain defects in sight or hearing, and 
other physical defects tending to prevent his receiving the full 
benefit of his school work, or requiring a modification of the same 
in order to prevent injury to. the child or to secure the best edu- 


cational results.”’ 


Our examination at present is admittedly superficial. It will

detect little but the most obvious defects. That this is so is 
no reflection upon the school physicians or their methods, for to 
examine all of the fifteen hundred and thirty children for the 
remuneration which they receive is practically a work of charity 
on their part. 


For proper examination younger children, at least, should be 
stripped to the waist. A thorough examination is impossible 
otherwise, and the State Department of Public Health advo- 
cates it. It is possible that from a few parents opposition might 
be encountered, yet it seems inconceivable that such an attitude 
would be general, since obviously the purpose of the examination 
is the health of the children. To expect that our school phy- 
sicians could do this work at their present salary is out of the 
question, but the value of information thus gained to children, 
parents, and teachers should warrant serious consideration of 
providing for such an examination. 


Health Work and Physical Training 


Throughout the year we have carried out the health work, 
previously undertaken. Special attention has been given to the 
underweight’ and malnourished children by classes for their par- 
ticular benefit, by consultations of the school nurse with parents, 
and by general propaganda in the form of posters, ae and 
talks by nutrition workers. , 


Out-of-door play and exercise were particularly stressed, and 
under the leadership of Miss Whittemore, Director of Physical 
Training, developed considerably beyond what has been the case in 
the past. Our children are taken out-of-doors every day that 
the weather permits for their periods of physical training. The 
afternoon recesses of the lower grades are devoted to the playing 
of games of such a nature as to afford exercise of the right kind 
and to the proper degree. These games the teachers supervise 
and participate in to the end that sportsmanship and a spirit 
of co-operation may not be lost sight of in the keenness of com- 
petition. However, the teacher who attempts to force children 
to such games merely as the supervisor of a lesson will find that 
she inspires but little desire to play. . The success of any such 
arrangement depends upon the spontaneity with which the child- 
ren enter into it. It must be real play, and will be inspired only 
by the teacher who finds an enthusiasm for it herself, and who 
can be a leader and a player in common with her children. 


We have been placing especial emphasis upon posture. In 
the spring the silver badges of the American Posture League 
were awarded to those whose excellence in posture deserved it. 
During the fall individual attention has been given to a small 
group whose posture is plainly bad. Such work is exceedingly 
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valuable. More of it should be done. But with only one teacher 
of physical work occupied in directing the training of all the child- 
ren in town, the devotion of any considerable time to such a group 
is manifestly unfair. There should be an assistant for such special 
work. The development of the use of the playgrounds has gone 
hand-in-hand with the other work. At the High School a football 
team was organized for the boys and a field hockey team for the 
girls. During the fall it was no uncommon sight to find at the 
Plimpton playground on any afternoon a hundred and fifty boys 
and girls from the Junior and Senior High Schools engaged in 
baseball in one part, soccer in another, and hockey and football 
in others. This is a legitimate part of physical education, and 
is worthy of our support and encouragement. I would recom- 
mend that some small appropriation be made this year for the 
purpose of furthering it in the grade schools, at least. 


Schick Test 


The School Department was glad to co-operate with the Board 
of Health to the end that the Schick test for diphtheria might 
be applied in the school buildings to those children whose parents 
gave consent. During October and Novemher 366 children 
were given the test and toxin-antitoxin injected wherever results 
were positive. This action should render a serious epidemic 
of the dreaded disease almost impossible among the children 
now in school. 


M othercraft 


All of the girls of the eighth grades are now given a series of 
lessons in Mothercraft by the school nurse. These lessons deal 
primarily with the proper care and handling of infants, subjects 
of vital importance to every girl. The work was enthusiastically 
carried out, and laudable exhibitions given before the Woman’s 
Club and other organizations. At the end of the course each 
girl was given a diploma. 


Transportation 


The subject of transporting school children was given serious 
consideration during the year, for it has grown to be one of our 
most difficult problems. At the time our appropriation was under 
consideration the possibility of having the entire transportation 
taken over by the owners of the bus line was investigated, but no 
satisfactory arrangements could be made. The town Trans- 
portation Committee was called in, but even with their aid we 
- were no nearer a solution of the problem either of improving the 
facilities or of reducing the rapidly mounting costs. Legally 
we must furnish transportation of pupils residing two miles or

more from the school they attend. If the demand for transpor- 
tation increases it may beome necessary to attempt to fulfill 
only our legal obligations, especially in the matter of establish- 
ing new routes. Certainly we cannot afford to put into operation 
in the future routes of less than a mile and a half at the very least, 
unless it is plainly shown that the citizens of the town as a whole 
wish it and are willing to pay the costs. 


A few of the routes have for some time past been a subject 
for discord and complaint. An attempt has been made to im- 
prove the service in these cases. Three children on the Coney 
Street route in Hast Walpole previously were not carried, though 
plainly entitled to the privilege. They are now being carried. 
In North Walpole the barge used last year had outlived its use- 
fulness and was too small. The owner, realizing the situation, 
even at considerable inconvenience to herself, has replaced the 
vehicle with a more substantial and better suited two horse con- 
veyance. 


At the Center one of the old barges has been replaced by a light 
truck, and the other will be recurtained to afford better protec- 
tion against the yeas 


The High School 


I would call the attention of the Committee particularly to 
the wholesome condition that exists at the High School. It is 
my belief as well as the testimony of those whose experience dates 
back some years, that there has been no time when the morale of 
the school was at a higher point. There is a spirit of co-operation 
from the student body and faculty alike, a spirit of cordiality; 
a respect for discipline and scholarship, and a general support 
of all school activities from everybody connected with the school 
that one would search far to surpass. While Mr. MacDonald 
had been principal but for one year, he has most decidedly made 
good, and his resignation is to be regretted. 


His successor, Mr. Shipman, comes to us with an excellent record. 
He has proved himself a successful school man, and we may look 
forward to his maintaining the organization at its present high 
standard. 


Opportunity Classes 


During the fall the examination of retarded children, as pro- 
vided by State Law, was conducted by special examiners. The 
purpose of this examination is to diagnose the difficulties that 
the children are encountering and to recommend remedies. The 
results of the examinations have not at this time been received - 
from the examiners, but there seems little doubt that we shall be 
under necessity of complying with the State Law which requires 
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the establishment of special so-called ‘‘opportunity”’ classes in 
a town where ten or more children prove to be three years or 
more mentally retarded. The purpose of these classes is two-fold, 
namely, to provide a suitable kind of school work for those who 
cannot profit by regular class work, and to provide an oppor- 
tunity for those who are retarded to catch up with their classes. 


In addition to this I would recommend the employment of a 
regular unassigned teacher. There is always sufficient work in 
testing, in making special examinations, and in substituting in 
the absence of other teachers to warrant such employment. More- 
over, as past reports have pointed out, certain pupils are delayed 
in their progress through school by being held too rigidly to the 
regular classroom progress. They are, in their mental capacity, 
capable of more work than the majority of their class, and by 
being held to the pace of the class are in reality developing habits 
of mental laziness, though their marks may be of the highest. Such 
pupils, with extra work under a special teacher, might easily be 
brought through their grammar school course with the saving 
of at least a year’s time. 


The Teacher Situation 


We have had twelve resignations from the teaching force dur- 
ing the year. A list of those resigning and of those elected in their 
places is appended. The number resigning is larger than for 
several years preceding, but an analysis of the reasons for the 
resignations indicates the interesting fact that five have with- 
drawn from public school teaching entirely, and that five others 
have accepted positions offering from three to eight hundred 
dollars more than we can pay. 


In spite of all theories to the contrary the supply of good teachers 
in most branches is decidedly limited. The argument that, fol- 
lowing the war, teachers who had entered war work were released 
again, is a fallacy. The good teachers who entered business at 
that time proved just as efficient in business as in teaching, and 
were retained. Consequently, those who were released were 
generally those who were merely ordinary in either line, with 
the result that the available supply consists mainly of these or 
of recent untried normal school graduates. Had our salary scale 
been any less that it is we should have been quite unable to fill 
our vacancies with the kind of teachers we want. 


It is to be hoped that we have heard the last in this state of 
talk of reducing teachers’ salaries. The two or three communi- 
ties that tried it last year should, with their wholesale resignations 
and scrambles to fill vacancies with inexperienced teachers, be 
object lessons to us all. Compared with Connecticut, New York, 
or New Jersey we in Massachusetts pay little enough; and though 
we in Walpole may exceed slightly what some of our neighboring 
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towns offer, we are unable for the most part to attract their good 
teachers into our system because the difference is so slight. 


. An Unexpended Balance 


In closing it is my pleasure to be able to report to you a small 
unexpended balance from our appropriation. Throughout the 
year the aim has been to keep our expenses at the lowest possible 
point consistent with the efficiency of the system. Any bills 
listed as unpaid for 1922 are those which could not be obtained 
until our books and those of the Town Accountant had been closed 
for the year. 


It has been a keen satisfaction to work under so harmonious 
a committee. Your co-operation has been evident at every turn; 
and it has been this spirit throughout the system which has made 
possible so happy a year.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


January 1, 1923. 
Mr. Frank L. Mansur, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
Dear Mr. Mansur :— 


I have the honor of submitting my annual report as principal 
of the Walpole High School. 


We have on our registers at the present time 339 names and 
have had for the present year an average of 332 in attendance, 
a small increase over that of last year. Since the beginning of 
school this fall we have lost twenty students, ten of these due to 
changing residence. Ordinarily the number of transferred stu- 
dents is balanced but thus far this year the shift has been a total 
loss. Since the opening of school in September ten students 
have left for other reasons. 


The seating capacity of the building has been increased by 
installing chairs and desks to seat 28 pupils in the room in the base- 
‘ment formerly used as a gymnasium. Every room available 
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in the building is now utilized for class room purposes. The 
building is now accommodating many more than it was originally 
planned for. At the present time there are two basement rooms 
being used for home and class rooms. The lighting and ventil- 
ation in these rooms is far from ideal. 


The use of the gymnasium as a home room and the crowded 
' condition of the building necessarily means curtailment of active 
physical training during the cold wealther. Some action must 
be taken to relieve the situation within a short period. The 
health of an individual is essential to discharge the duties of life 
and therefore health education is fundamental. There is no better 
time to formulate and to learn health habits than during secondary 
school age and any curtailment of health education is a weakness 
that should not be allowed to exist for any great period. For 
many years the need of a hot lunch has been apparent to the 
school administration, and repeatedly recommended by the school 
physicians as a health measure. The chief obstacle to its installa- 
tion has been the lack of funds for the initial cost of equipment. 
Thru the generosity of the present Senior Class in appropriating 
$80.00 to install equipment the lunch has been made possible. 
The lunch is prepared and served in the Plimpton School build- 
ing under the supervision of the Head of the Domestic Science 
Department, Miss Doris Maxfield. At the present time ap- 
proximately 150 pupils from the High and Junior High Schools 
are being served daily. The lunches are served at the lowest 
possible price to be self sustaining. 


Three changes in the teaching force have been made during 
the past year. Miss Mildred Metcalf accepted a position in the 
New Haven, Conn., High School at a considerably higher salary 
and Miss Alma M. Eaton resigned in October to accept a position 
in the Waterbury, Conn., High School for the same reason. Miss 
Anne M. McWeeney has replaced Miss Metcalf as a teacher of 
French and Miss Madeline Enslin has replaced Miss Eaton as a 
teacher of Latin and History. Last year many of our classes 
were overcrowded. The State authorities allow as a maximum 
an average of 25 pupils per teacher per class in a Class A High 

School. An additional teacher was necessary. As a result Miss 
Elizabeth Hoar was secured as a teacher of first year classes. To 
a large extent this has solved our problem of over-sized classes. 
It has relieved the English Department particularly. ‘The recom- 
mendation of the National Council of Teachers of English is a 
maximum of a total of 100 pupils per day for efficient teaching. 
We are now very close to that mark. 


Pupils desiring to extend their education beyond the High 
School have received every encouragement. During the spring 
months several speakers, from various types of schools, were in- 
vited to speak to the pupils. Representatives from Massachu- 
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setts Agricultural College, Lowell Textile School and Burdett’s 
Business College accepted the invitation. It was hoped that 
a knowledge of different kinds of schools would help students 
choose their vocations earlier in their high school career, and 
thus shape their high school course for the desired end. Of last 
year’s graduating class over 30% are continuing their education 
in other schools. It is noteworthy that every graduate seeking — 
admittance to a higher institution was successful in securing the 

desired credits. Of this number, however, three are delaying 
their entrance for one year for personal reasons and another had 
not reached in September the age required for entrance. About 
one third of the present Senior Class are planning to seek a higher 
education. The certificate of the school issued in the judgment 
of the principal to any pupil whose school record has been of cer- 
tification grade, is accepted by any eastern college or technical 
school which will accept the certificate of any school for admis- 
sion without examination. As there are some schools which do 
not admit without examination it is always necessary for some 
pupils.to take the examinations of the College Entrance Examina- 
tion Board. Walpole High School holds a Class A rating from 
the State Supervisor of Secondary Education. 


Outside activities should receive encouragement, but they 
must be secondary to the real aim of the school which should 
ever strive for greater intellectual attainment, to develop the 
power to think and to acquire knowledge that the individual may 
better find his place in society and use that place for the culti- 
vation of personal and social interests and to promote the general 
welfare. It is my opinion that athletics, in addition to the health 
benefits they bring, foster good scholarship. The eligibility 
rules of the Massachusetts High School Athletic Association are 
rigidly enforced. The stimulant offered by competition, in 
many cases, brings the desired result in scholarship, teaches good 
sportsmanship and prolongs the school life of some pupils. Ath- 
letics and social interests are a great aid to a loyal school spirit 
with its attending benefits. The names of three members of the 
football squad were included in the honor roll for the Septem ber- 
October marking period. In spite of the fact that no athletic 
team is self-supporting, the financial condition of the Athletic 
Association is now healthy, due to the loyal and hustling spirit 
of the student body and the support of the townspeople in our 
drives for funds. Our athletic teams have all the necessary equip- 
ment for successful competition. The proceeds of the annual 
school play have in years past been the financial support of the 
teams. The returns last year were bigger than ever but the re- 
establishment of football this fall as a school sport made an extra 
effort necessary to finance it. This effort was a drive for sub- 
scriptions for the Ladies’ Home Journal which netted $165.50. 
In this drive William Ford, a Senior, made a record for the United 
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States. The first cost for equipment for the football team was 
heavy, but it is expected that when well established it will more 
than pay for itself. Our baseball team last spring had a most 
successful season. Although they did not repeat winning the 
championship of the Norfolk Interscholastic League, they won 
a large percentage of their games. For the first time in several 
years a series was played with Norwood High School which Wal- 
pole won in three sportsmanlike and interesting games. The 
basketball team badly depleted of veterans made a creditable 
showing. Prospects for this season are bright. 


Representatives of the school appeared before the public twice. 
The annual school play was unusually successful from every stand- 
point. The music recital of the chorus, glee clubs and orches- 
tra showed the result of excellent teaching. All are making rapid 
strides forward. In school life as well as in army life chorus sing- 
ing strengthens morale. 


Scholarship can be maintained only by hard work on the part 
of both teachers and pupils. The efficiency of the teaching in 
this school may be attributed to the fact that the teachers and 
most of the students are hard working, and that each teacher 
possesses to an exceptional degree, a loyal, co-operative and help- 
ful spirit. 

Just a year ago this month I was appointed principal of this 
school. I found at that time a well organized school, functioning 
efficiently, which has made the administration a pleasant duty. 


Allow me to thank you and the School Committee for the cor- 
dial support accorded me during the past year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


January 1, 1923.

Following is a report of work covered during the school year 
1921-22. 


The routine carried out in each school is as. follows:—Inspec- 
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tion one day a week and children excluded for any of the follow- 
ing infectious diseases:—scarlet fever, whooping cough, mumps, 
chicken pox, measles, septic throat, scabies, impetigo and pedic- 
ulosis. Children reported sick are visited, and accidents or emergen- 
cy illnesses occurring at the school are given attention. Talks, 
lectures, pictures, and discussions on personal hygiene are given. 
The New England Food and Dairy Council sent speakers to talk 
(with the aid of lantern slides) to the pupils, on the subject of 
Diet and Health, laying particular stress on the use of milk. 


Milk is delivered and sold in all the schools for 5 cents a half 
pint bottle. The Red Cross and Wednesday Club gave money 
to pay for free milk for underweight children who could not afford 
to pay for it. An excellent hot lunch for Plimpton and High 
School pupils and teachers is being served at the Plimpton School 
cafeteria plan, at a minimum price per dish, under the super- 
vision of the Domestic Science teacher, Miss Maxfield. 


After the Medical inspection in the fall, notices of physical 
defects are sent home to the parents and these are followed by a 
home visit in order to explain to the parents the reason for cor- 
rection of such physical defects and in some cases to help arrange 
for whatever correction is necessary. In cases where financial 
assistance was needed the Junior Red Cross and the Health Cen- 
ter helped pay for tonsil and adenoid operations and for glasses 
for pupils with defective vision. Eye and Ear tests are given 
every pupil and notices of defective vision or hearing are sent 
to the parents. - 


Kach pupil is weighed and measured every month and a record 
of normal weight and actual weight is sent home on the report 
cards. All children 7% or more underweight are given special 
attention. A class room weight chart is hung up in every room 
with name, height, normal weight, and actual weight for each 
month recorded on it. 


Mother Craft classes are given to 8th grade girls. This course 
is given in twelve lessons. The text book used is “‘Children Well 
and Happy” by May Bliss Dickenson. Last April twenty-seven 
girls at Plimpton School and seventeen at Bird School received 
diplomas which were presented by Mrs. Leach and Mrs. Bird 
respectively. Several of the girls gave a demonstration of the 
work before the Woman’s Club. 


This fall the Schick Test and innoculations were given to all 
pupils whose parents consented. Dr. Sherwood, of the Board 
of Health gave his time to do this wonderful work. 366 Schick 
tests were given. The Schick Test is among the greatest triumphs 
of modern medicine as the eradication of diphtheria from a commu- 
nity would prove. 
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One or two general meetings have been held where the subject 
of the health of the children has been discussed. At one meeting 
of the Parent Teacher Association, Dr. Goldthwaite spoke on 
posture and its relation to health, and since then greater effort 
has been made to correct the poor posture of some of the pupils. 
At another meeting, Miss Burr, the Home Demonstration Agent 
of Norfolk County, spoke to the teachers on correct diet for child- 
ren, furnishing literature to the teachers to use in the class rooms, 
such as songs, plays, stories etc., to encourage and teach the child- 
ren the laws of health. 


This fall one hundred and twenty-six children were examined 
by a specialist in mental hygiene and a psychologist to determine 
whether they should be put into special classes. To prepare 
for this test school examinations and family and personal histories 
were taken for each child. 


The health of the children is considered of paramount import- 
ance, and we enlist the co-operation and aid of school physician, 
home and the children themselves.

My dear Mr. Mansur :— 


I wish to submit my report on the progress of the Dental Clinic 
at the Bird School. 


Mrs. Francis W. Bird continues to give most generously of 
her time and money for the upkeep of this clinic. Walpole can 
be justly proud and grateful for her whole hearted and sincere 
interest in the welfare of the children. 


The work is no longer in the experimental stage, but is an in- 
tegral part of the school curriculum. A striking example of the 
necessity of the work is the result of the examination of the child- 
ren who entered the kindergarten and first grades in the Bird 
School, September, 1922. Their ages ranged from four and a 
half to six years of age. 99% had cavities in their teeth. 41.38% 
had from one to four cavities, and as many as 57.7% had from 
five to fourteen cavities. We can readily see what further neg- 
lect in the care of the teeth of these children would mean. 


During the past year, dental treatment was given to the child- 
ren in the kindergarten and the first five grades of the Bird School 
and to many of the children from the kindergarten and first five 
grades of the other schools in Walpole. 


The magnitude of this work can be realized from the statistics 
that follow:

My dear Mr. Mansur :— 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Dental Hygienist 
in the Walpole public schools. 


During the past year the children in the first five grades of 
each school have had their teeth cleaned and examined. Notices 
were sent to the parents of the children needing dental attention 
and appointments made for those desiring the work to be done 
in the clinic at the Bird School. A charge of ten cents is made 
for each visit for work other than a prophylactic treatment. A 
portable outfit which is sent from school to school issued for the 
cleanings and examinations. 

Ninety-nine percent of the children entering the first grade 
and kindergarten need dental attention. 

The importance of caring for the temporary teeth can not be 
over emphasized as the health and regularity of the permanent 
set depend largely upon them. 

Hygiene lessons, books, stories, and charts help to make the 
work more interesting as well as instructive. 

There has been a decided improvement in the condition of the 
mouths of the children in the first five grades and we hope in time 
it will extend to the upper grades.

REPORT OF PHYSICAL TRAINING SUPERVISOR 


January 1, 1923.

Dear Sir:— 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Supervisor 
of Physical Education in the Walpole public schools. 


The work in physical education for the past year has been con- 
ducted with three aims in mind. 
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1. To train the child in habits of wholesome recreation. 
2. To improve the posture of the child. 
8. To better the general health of the child. 


During the spring and fall months the work was conducted al- 
most entirely out doors. For at least fifteen minutes each day 
at the recess period, the children played in groups, with the di- 
rect participation or supervision of the teacher. In the spring 
two track meets were held for the boys, and several inter-school, 
inter-grade base ball games for boys and girls. The work in 
outdoor recreation can be completely satisfactory and wholly 
efficient, only when each school becomes adequately supplied 
with the proper equipment. 


In the school room, gymnastic drills, dances and games are 
taught and supervised. In the Junior High Schools, pupil leaders 
have conducted this work, both indoors and outdoors. It is 
urged that at different periods of the day a five minute drill or 
a game be given, so that frequently the child may relax and be 
refreshed. 


Special attenion is paid to the posture of the children. Each 
child is taught the correct way to use the body, when standing, 
sitting, walking or lying. The child’s positions are watched 
carefully, and he is urged to obey the posture precepts outside 
of school as well as within. Each month a posture test is given, 
when the fault of each individual is noted and corrective exer- 
cises conducted. Special classes are held outside the school room, 
where efforts are made to correct the most severe faults. 


Last spring several pins, awarded by the American Posture 
League, were given to those children excellent in posture and 
gymnastic work. It is gratifying to note a steady improve- 
ment in the posture of the school children. 


The Freshmen and Sophomore girls of the High School, met 
regularly outdoors, during the spring and fall months, where march- 
ing, drills and team games were carried on. During the fall the 
classes played Field Hockey. A school team was organized which 
competed in inter-school games. It is to be regretted that the 
physical training in the High School must necessarily be so limited. 
A gymnasium is essential to a thoroughly satisfactory course 
in physical training for the High School pupils. 


I wish to thank the School Committee, the Superintendent, 
and the teachers for their co-operation in the work in physical 
education.

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REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR

Dear Mr. Mansur :— 


A report of the Educational Council of the Supervisors National 
Conference upon a standard Course in Music for the Grade Schools 
is to be the basis for discussion and possible adoption for State 
requirement in Massachusetts. 


In a general statement the report submits that: ‘Music has 
always played an important part in the life and development 
of the human race. During the strenuous formative years of our 
national growth, the times were not ripe for the significance of 
this fact to be fully appreciated. The invaluable service of music 
during the late war has brought about, in the readjustment period, 
a deeper nation-wide interest in the subject as a factor in the 
education of the whole people. 


Music is now generally recognized as a universal human need 
and no longer as a luxury for the few. The need for the service 
of more and better music can be met only through the schools. 
The time has come when music must be made available to every 
child in the entire country whether in city or rural schools. 


Music has proven itself worthy to be classed as a major sub- 
ject, co-ordinate with reading, writing and arithmetic, and must 
no longer be considered an adjunct more or less superfluous and 
unrelated to educational processes. Therefore, the music super- 


‘visors voice the demand of musicians, music teachers, musical 


organizations and intelligent lovers of music, as well as the progress- 
sive educators of the country, for such readjustment of school 
curricula as will make possible the proper and adequate teach- 
ing and use of music as an integral part of the regular school work. 


Music must be given a reasonable and fair amount of the time 
of the school day, not only as an art subject both beautiful and 
useful, but as a subject broadly educational. In a daily schedule 
of 300 or more minutes, music as such should be allowed not less 
than 15 minutes daily in Primary grades, not less than 20 minutes 
daily in Intermediate grades, and not less than the equivalent 
of 25 minutes daily in Grammar, Junior High, and High School 
grades. The time assignment is not to include the valuable func- 
tioning of music as an ally in Physical Culture, English, Festi- 
vals, Pageants ete. In the upper grades this period may include 
one period of Glee Club practice or Orchestra Rehearsal. All 
other periods of instrumental music should be additional.”’ 
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I wish to call particular attention to the suggested minimum 

of 125 minutes per week allotted to Junior High grades. In 
our own system, 80 minutes only is allowed. Of this amount 
the teacher has but 50 minutes in which to practice the lesson 
given her by the Supervisor, and this 50 minutes must be shared 
by writing practice! Would any private instructor undertake 
the most elementary teaching on such an absurd basis for prac- 
tice? Yet good results are coming from some of our Junior High 
grades. Why? Because the ‘‘A”’ students with the intensive 
training of the Intermediate grades, their enthusiasm, and the 
ability of their teacher combine to make a surprisingly good re- 
sult in the limited time they have. But what a pity that at this 
stage of their development, they should not have the proper time 
for practice, to clinch the technical acquirements of preceeding 
grades, and bring to adequate fruition their musical powers. ‘The | 
readjustment of this condition is, I think, of utmost importance 
to the success of our music courses. 


The report continues: ‘“The increased wide-spread use and 
enjoyment of instrumental music and the undoubted highly educa- 
tive value of the subject when properly pursued, make it im- 
perative that schools offer instrumental courses open to all child- 
ren, in school time and largely or wholly at the public expense, 
exactly as has been done in Science, Physics, Manual Training, 
Domestic Science, etc. Systematic effort should be made to 
discover and encourage children possessed of special talent in any 
of the fields of music. 


The equipment necessary to make music effective must in- 
clude a keyboard instrument available for each class, pianos for 
piano class recitals etc., and a good phonograph and carefully 
selected Library of records. A player-piano would be distinctly 
helpful. There must be ample supply of text book and supple- 
mentary material for carrying on the proper procedure in class- 
room vocal music; and also ample material of real musical worth 
for bring music to the service of the school, the home, and the 
community.” 


Kach school in Walpole has now a piano and a phonograph. 
The rotesong work is being done with the phonograph with marked 
improvement over former results. Some of the schools have ac- 
quired a small library of records for listening lessons. In the 
High School, credit is allowed for outside study of instruments. 


We feel especially gratified at the progress of music in the High 
School. The Glee Clubs, Orchestra and Chorus when appearing 
in public win criticisms of surprise at their ability and approval 
of their work. Why does our public, especially the parents, 
wait for a concert to learn what their young people are accom- 
plishing in the schools? A visit to classroom would give them 
a much better program than they hear at the public recital. 
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I wish to express the pleasure I have had in my work in Wal- 
pole. The co-operation of teachers and pupils has made possible 
whatever progress has been accomplished, and the friendliness 
of spirit is, I am sure, a pledge of better accomplishment in the 
future.

I submit my first report of the domestic science work in the 
Walpole public schools. 


The work in sewing is composed of classes ranging from the 
fifth grade to the last year in High School. The girls first learn 
the seven fundamental stitches and apply them to bags, under- 
garments, and cooking outfits. With the machine work and 
the commercial patterns the time is given to the making of dresses, 
the more advanced classes taking more difficult problems. This 
allows various finishings for the garments, yet the practical view- 
point is retained. The darning of stockings, ways of patching, 
and care of clothing is given much attention. 


The classes in cooking study what food is from the economi- 
cal, scientifical, and artistic standpoint; learning how to buy 
to advantage, the value of food in the menu, and how to cook and 
serve the food appetizingly. 


To our department at the Plimpton School through the courtesy 
of the High School Senior Class is being installed a lunch room 
equipment. The object is to serve a hot lunch; consisting of a 
choice of the following—cocoa, milk, soup, sandwich, main, dish 
and dessert. This is served at a minimum charge to cover,,the 
cost of the raw material and overhead expenses.

I wish to submit my report of the Domestic Science work in 
the Bird School. 


In sewing the work is started in Grade 5. Here the funda- 
mentals are taught, beginning with the stitches. A knitting 
‘bag is made where all the stitches can be applied. ‘This article 
is used to keep their work during the school year. Grade 6 make 
aprons and underwear. The sewing machine lessons begin in 
this grade. Grade 7 the girls make their cooking outfit, consist; 
ing of an apron, towel, and holder. In this grade, buttonholes 
are commenced, also patching and darning of their own clothes. 
Grade 8, garment construction is taught. The girls use commercial 
patterns to cut their own dresses. So far this year gingham and 
serge dresses have been made with good results. Various fancy 
trimming stitches have been taught. The girls draw their 
own designs and applying their knowledge in a practical way. 


The Christmas work consisted of making a fancy tea apron, 
which was pretty as well as useful. The classes in cookery are 
held beginning with grade 8. All work is carried on a meal basis. 
A study of food principals and food value is taken in conjunction 
with the practical work. The girls are taught to set the table 
and serve the meal, putting this work into practice by cooking 
and serving meals at the end of the course. 


Great emphasis is laid on cleanliness in all their work that per- 
tains to the home. 


Each class is giving to the school some nice piece of china, so 
it will be possible to have a reception for the girls’ mothers at 
the end of the school year.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN FOR THE HIGH, PLIMP- 
TON, BOYDEN AND FISHER SCHOOLS 


Mr. F.L. Mansur, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
Dear Sir :— 


As school physician to the above schools, I submit the follow- 
ing: The first series of physical examinations are practically 
completed, and there remain for subsequent examination later 
in the school year, those pupils who have been found to have 
certain physical defects which call for such re-examination. These 
are referred by the school nurse from time to time as visits to the 
school are made. It is this follow-up work that is extremely 
valuable. 


I may say, on the whole, that at this writing, the schools are 
in excellent general condition, physically speaking. This has 
been brought about as the result of the years of close attention 
to the needs of the pupils along the line of general hygiene and 
especially in the departments of dental hygiene and physical 
training. Having attained this rather high standard, it is well 
to continuously maintain it. It more than compensates for the 
amount of money expended in conducting these departments 
and a still further expenditure would be fully justified. 
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It must be apparent to anyone who will take the trouble to 
investigate that the High School is now overcrowded. More 
room per pupil is necessary, and that very soon.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN FOR STONE AND BIRD 
SCHOOLS 


January 1, 1923.

Dear Sir:— 


During the past year I have made the usual physical examina- 
tions of the pupils in the Stone and Bird Schools. This examina- 
tion as in previous years was superficial, confined chiefly to the 
teeth and tonsils, occasionally a heart and lungs. Improve- 
ment was noted in the physical well-being of all those who had 
cared for their teeth and from whom diseased tonsils and adenoids 
had been removed. 


I feel that a complete physical examination of all children be- 
low the fifth grade is imperative. A properly equipped room 
should be set apart for such examinations. It must have one 
very important requisite—quietness. 


Some of the children that are now in school and some that: 
are about to enter school life come from homes where the science 
of health, its preservation, and the laws of sanitation are un- 
known. In their particular cases on all sides there exists a mass 
of superstition and ignorance proportionately as great as in the 
days of the primitive medicine man. 


The doctor of today has at his call very powerful forces for 
waging war on disease. He is working under a great handicap 
and the average layman is not profiting by what medical science 
can do in promoting his well-being. 


To me it seems the remedy lies in educating the children in 
this respect while in school.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF AMERICANIZATION 


January 2, 1923.

Dear Sir:— 


I respectfully submit a report of what has been done in Ameri- 
canization work since November 1, 1922. | 


The federal census for 1920 gives the following information 
for Walpole: 


Total populates... 5,446 
Total foreign born...... 1,212 
Total Adult Aliens..... 688 
Total illiterates........ 225 


A superficial glance at these figures would bring one to the 
conclusion that Walpole should have some form of adult alien 
education, but with more careful study it will be seen that our 
town needs some intensive work. Of our total population, 1400 
are under 16 years of age. This means that over 17% of our 
adult population are aliens and over 5% are illiterate not only 
in English but also in their native tongue. 


With this amazing need before us we also had to consider the 
geographical extent of our problem, a fact which makes any kind 
of group work in Walpole difficult. An ideal way to develop the 
classes as a survey of the factories showed, would have been graded 
groups in each industry. But because of the lack of trained 
teachers and the interest shown by many to get instruction at 
once, it seemed wiser to centralize the work for this winter at 
the Bird and Stone Schools. 


The classes were widely advertised through the press and the 
posters and letters in English, Italian and Polish. December 
twelfth the groups were started in. both sections of the town with 
a total enrollment of 53. Obviously a very small number of our 
non English speaking residents are being reached. 


The work is vital to our great democracy, for in this land of 
many peoples we must teach the greatness of America, of the 
responsibilities of our republic and of its future. Our new citi- 
zens have come here, filled with dreams of this land of promise 
and are only too ready to co-operate with us in every opportunity 
offered them.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


The Water Board herewith submits its 28th annual report, 
it being for the year ending Dee. 31, 1922. 


As in former years the report of the Superintendent, with pump- 
ing statistics ete., is appended. 


Early in the year, the advisability of combining the office of 
Superintendent of Water Works with that of Town Engineer 
or Superintendent of Streets was agitated, and later, after care- 
ful consideration the matter was acted on jointly by the Select- 
men and Water Commissioners and our Superintendent, Mr. 
Hart, was also made Town Engineer and Superintendent of Streets, 
thus the Office of Superintendent of Public Works was created, 
or if you care to, call it the office of “Town Manager.”’ 


As far as this department is concerned, the combination has 
worked out very satisfactorily. We have saved one half the 
Superintendent’s salary, and have lost no sleep over the fact that 
our man had outside duties to perform not directly connected 
with the water system. 


The plant has run along very smoothly, and at the present 
time the machinery is in good condition; although with but one 
‘unit capable of keeping up with the average consumption, we 
feel that it is desirable to put in another pumping unit, as soon 
as possible. This, we think, can be done at no expense to the 
Town as our income should be ample to take care of the entire 
cost. 

The old barn on the Low Place has been put in repair and is 
now used by the Street Department, for storage of road machinery, 
tools, etc. In this connection we think it would be advisable 
for the Town to build a good sized fireproof building on the Pump- 
‘ing Station grounds for the housing of all road machinery, trucks, 
ete., If such a building is built near the station, it could be easily 
heated from the station power plant. 

A settlement has been made with the Green Estate for the 
land taken for the new water supply in 1918. This was the final 
payment to be made on account of land taken at that time. 

In the last two years we have put out about 20,000 young pine 
trees on our water shed. These are doing well and we intend 
to continue planting a few thousand trees each year until we 
have all the available ground covered with forest growth. 

We wish to thank our Superintendent and his Assistants for 
their faithful work and cheerful co-operation, during the past 

ear.

To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen :— . 
I herewith submit my second annual report as Superintendent 
of Water Works for the Town of Walpole, Mass. 


This report contains a statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures together with tables and statistics concerning the plant 
and distributing system applying to the year 1922. The book- 
keeping and accounting system installed last year has more than 
demonstrated its practicability and has proved very success- 
ful, all accounts for the year 1922 having been paid in full and the 
books cleared Dec. 31, 1922. 


It would seem that the Town of Walpole is very fortunate 
in the condition of its water department and the conduct of its 
affairs as shown by the appended report and a careful investi- 
gation of other municipalities shows that it is the exception and 
not the rule where the water department is strictly self-support- 
ing, paying its own maintenance, bonds and interest without 
special appropriations, which is the case in Walpole, and which 
should be carefully guarded against too radical changes. The 
Town certainly owes a debt to the men who established and built 
so well. 


The pumping station has been maintained and kept at as high 
a standard as possible, the pumps, buildings and grounds regularly 
inspected and repaired as needed and the steam plant held in reserve 
for emergencies. The steam plant has about passed its useful- 
ness and could not be depended upon for very efficient continuous 
operation. Plans should be made for its replacement at an early 
date. The distributing system is in excellent condition, there 
having been only eight main pipe leaks for the entire year. The 
three steel standpipes have been emptied, cleaned and painted 
inside this year and are in first-class condition. The new wells 
across the street from the pumping station are in good condition 
and could alone furnish plenty of water at the present consump- 
tion. I would recommend that new wells be driven to replace 
some of the oldest ones on the station grounds. 


I wish to thank the members of the Water Board at this time 
for their assistance and co-operation as well as the various boards 
and officials with whom I have come in contact.
